MUCH WORK DONE 
BY THE JURORS 


Report Made To Judge 
Kyle, Presiding In 
• Circuit Court 


The Morgan county 
grand 
jury, 
which .was organized Monday, con­ 
cluded its work late Friday and re­ 
ported to Judge 0. Kyle, in circuit 
court, that it had found a total of 64 
true bills. 
The jury session, one of the busiest 
in many years, heard 275 witnesses, 
An unusually Urge number, and dock­ 
eted more than 100 cases, which were 
investigated. 
Conditions in this county, in regard 
to law observanoc, are very good gen- 
p l f t r speaking, the jury found. 
The report in full follows: 
To the Honorable O, Kyle, Judge of 
the Eighth Judicial Circuit: 
{We, the Grand Jury, impanelled by 
your Honor on February 8th, having 
completed our duties, herewith submit 
opr fingl report, and ask to be dis­ 
charged. 
■ We have examined into all matters 
given 'in tlUHBge« 
y w ■ Honor in 
regard to the violations of the 
law 
and other matters pertaining to the 
county. 
We hate had before us 225 
witnesses, paving docketed 126 ceses 
and have returned 64 true bilU. Wher* 
ever the evidence was sufficient we 
have indicted all persons who are 
confined in the county jail. We have 
Also investigated all felonies where 
the party so charged was under bond. 
We have returned indictments in a 
number of cases where the 
party 
would be charged with • misdemeanor 
but owing to the fact that prosecu­ 
tions for misdemeanors may be start­ 
ed by the complaining party going be­ 
fore the Judge of the Morgan County 
Court, making an affidavit, and start­ 
ing the ^prosecution in the court, we 
have not returned as many misde­ 
meanor indictments as other grand 
juries have done before. 
We find that conditions in 
the 
County in reference to law violations 
»re good. There íb considerable law 
violation going on both in the cities 
and in the rural communities, 
but 
unless an interest is manifested by 
some particular person, it is almost 
impossible to get any evidence. 
We 
have had a number of witnesses be­ 
fore our body in regard to law viola­ 
tions in different parts of the county 
but they are reluctant to disclose any­ 
thing and will say that they know 
pething about the matter in question. 
We have investigated the 
special 
charge given by your honor on Feb­ 
ruary 11th in regard to the heat in 
the court house building. We have 
had before us the Circuit Clerk, the 
Probate Judge, witnesses from 
the 
Tax Collecor’s officf, and other par­ 
ties about the Court House. They are 
all of the general opinion that 
the 
janitor should be reminded again of 
his duties, and that if he does not 
improve, witnesses should be called 
before the next Grand Jury and rec­ 
ommend his removal. 
It was stated 
to us by come of the witnesses that 
the morning your Honor gave us fcht 
charge about the Court House being 
cold, that it was a rare occasion that 
the Court House was not cold in the 
morning. We have also been inform 
ed that the County is using a

Oil Search Reveals The 
Presence Of Valued 
Minerals

OSYKA, Miss., Feb. 13—Pike coun­ 
ty was in the throes of a diamond 
rush today. Osyka, normally a quiet 
country village of 800 parsons was 
made the headquarters of thousands 
of excited men and boys from all 
parts of M.ssissippi and Louisiana. By 
train, auto, buggy, 
muleback 
and 
afoot, the eager 
diamond 
hunters 
surged into Osyka to share in 
the 
wealth that they have been led to be­ 
lieve awaits them. 
Reports that J. W. Deland of Chi­ 
cago, known as a geologist, had found 
valuable stones while searching for 
oil on the property of E. C. Lee, mem­ 
ber of the county hoard of supervisors 
spread rapidly. It alio became known 
that mineral leases have been taken 
at what arc declared to be 
“good 
prices,” on motó of a 2,000 acre tract 
of land where the blue white diam­ 
onds were found. The leases do ftot/ 
specify diamonds, it is said, but cover, 
“all minera! 
The 
con­ 
tracts provide a royalty of 12 1-2 ptr 
cent, payable to the owners for all the 
minerals taken from their proper­ 
ties. 
About Size of Peas 
Several of the previous “rocks,” ex­ 
hibited by geologists, who made the 
“find,” were described as “about the 
sia« of peas,” 
Mr. Deland was the 
only geologist here who would reveal 
his identity. One of the geologists is 
held responsible for 
the 
statement 
that “actual operations” will be start­ 
ed by the interests owning the leases 
within $5 days. 
The “field” starts about three miles 
east of Osyka and extends to the Tan­ 
gipahoa rivcr, and through St. Diary 
of the Pines, 
almost 
to 
McCorab, 
Miss. 
It has been used principally for ag­ 
ricultural purposes In the past. Many 
of the visitors, who began flocking 
here yesterday, were forced to spend 
last night on rude cots supplied by 
the inhabitants of Osyka. 
The new-comers read of their pros­ 
pects of becoming fabulously wealthy 
in an extra edition of the McComb 
Enterprise. Meanwhile announcement 
was made that, as a result of the 
rush, 
the 
Kentwood * Commercial, 
Osyka News and 
McComb 
Enter­ 
prise, heretofore weekly newspapers, 
would begin publishing daily editions 
immediately. 
Geologists Reputable 
J. O. Emrieh, a McComb^newspaper 
man, was quoted by a Jackson paper 
as saying that he had Investigated the 
geologists who announced the discov­ 
ery of diamonds, and had found them 
to be reputable men. 
He also made 
public the fact that experts from the 
Smithsonian institute and the Scien­ 
tific American have been asked to 
visit Osyka and inspect the territory. 
Favorable reports are said to have 
been made by New Orleans and Chi­ 
cago specialists who

stones 
found near hare. 
Osyka is located 
about a mile from the Louisiana line 
in south-central Mississippi. It is 25 
miles south of McComb and 80 miles 
north of New Orleans.
